Climbing High 


Rock Climbing is the ultimate sport. It is different from most sports 
because it is not a team sport; it is a sport for the individual. The goal is 
to get to the top. Climbing is basically the conquest of gravity, and training 
the body for climbing is the hardest challenge. 

You always climb with a partner so that he can stop your fall by locking, 
or belaying, a rope. Your climbing does not affect your partner's. In most 
sports, the effect is different. If you play badly, the team will always give 
you the message. This makes the game less enjoyable by adding the unwanted 
pressure and fear of performing poorly. In climbing, the team pressure is 
not there. The challenge that you must overcome is yourself. On top of the 
rock face, there are no crowds, coaches, or friends to tell you what you did 
wrong; there is only you to critique yourself. The success is personal. The 
feeling of pride in yourself beats any compliment that could be given by 
someone else. 

The conquest of gravity and the body is what makes climbing great. Your 
body has to be in top condition. You have to be able to place your whole 
body weight on a crack smaller than the width of a quarter. You must learn 
tO support your entire weight on your finger tip pads. However, strength is 
not everything. Cardiovascular conditioning is necessary; without perfect 
balance, you would not be able to stay on the rock. Gravity is also a hard 
thing to fight. It pulls your body down every second of the climb. One 
move performed off balance, a slipping foot, or a finger losing its grip is 
going to send you plummeting. Whenever I climb, I try my hardest to not 
fall, even a few inches. To intentionally let go of a hold is to just give up. 

Climbing is fun for three reasons. First is the challenge of forcing your 
body to do something that it never thought it could do. As the climbs get 
higher and higher, and steeper and steeper, you can feel your body grow 
stronger, more agile, and more in control. Second is the sense of a conquest 
of nature. You get a feeling of power. Third is the adrenaline rush from 
the fear of doing something that is inherently dangerous. No matter how 
well trained you are, or how many safety precautions you take, the thought 
of death is never far off. Performing at the edge is exhilarating!

To the typical Lexington High School musician (though admittedly, very few LHS musicians 
can be considered “‘typical’”’), E block band represents a welcome break from an overly academic 
schedule. It is often even more of a relief than those coveted free blocks, as one feels no 
pressure to cram for an approaching chemistry test or scribble down last night's history as- 
signment. However, it can hardly be called relaxing ... 

The first 5 minutes of any given E-Block rehearsal can be more hectic than any other time 
of day, as one undertakes the seemingly endless tasks of finding a functioning music stand, 
securing a chair in M-3, organizing assorted pieces of music, assembling instruments, oiling 
valves and slides, fixing reeds, and finding out how many flats are in a G flat major scale.

In time, director Jeffrey 
Leonard or assistant director Matthew Tap steps onto the conductor's podium to bring order 
to the chaos. In an attempt to achieve a more serious rehearsal atmosphere, the conductor then 
announces the generic pre-concert statement that “I was looking at my calendar yesterday and 
realized that we only have 8 more rehearsals until (please insert here either the fall or winter 
band concert, the MICA festival, POPS, graduation, or any one of the five parades the LHS 
band participates in annually).” After rattling off a few blistering G major scales and arpeggios 
to the pleasure and jealous dismay of unseasoned freshmen, the conductor looks out over the 
sea of eyes peering up at him and brings down his baton. And for once, each of the members 
of the group joins together and play as one, a concept that is quite remarkable considering 
the diversity of the group’s members, for there is no Honors band or Level 2 band, just as 
there is no sophomore band or senior band.

The most important aspect of 
each year’s musical does not oc- 
cur during the actual presenta- 
tion, but rather throughout the 
weeks preceding the perform- 
ance. The cast was chosen in late 
September, and rehearsals were 
held after school every day right 
up to the last night of the show. 
Everyone worked hard with the 
directors Mr. Bogart and Mr.

The pit orchestra, with the 
help of Mr. Leonard and the re- 
hearsal pianists, Elizabeth Me- 
harry, Ella Rhee, and Angela 
Kung, kept busy preparing mu- 
sic which would make or break 
the show. Despite being hidden 
in the pit behind a black drape, 
the orchestra is a key element in 
any musical. Its members must 
play quietly enough so that the 





vocalists can be heard but loudly 
enough so that the orchestral 
music can be heard by the peo- 
ple in the very back of the bal- 
cony. The jazz type music in City 
of Angels was great fun to play, 
especially for brass instruments. 

Without the tech crew there 
would have been no musical at 
all. The lighting technicians had 
to deal with the issue of black 
and white versus color scenes. 
To simulate black and white, 
“chocolate brown” lights were 
used, to use the descriptive 
words of Head Lighting Techni- 
cian Katy Bunting. The stage 
crew, headed by Eping Hung, 
was responsible for building the 
set, which then was painted by 
the paint crew. This year was the 
first year that microphones were 
used for those with big singing 
parts. On the whole, the sound 
was much better than in previ- 
ous years, even with the occa- 
sional mishaps such as forgetting 
to shut off a microphone after 
the actor had gone off stage, and

As the track season started, the future looked bright for a boys’ track team that posted 
two returning state champions: Johann Jack and Gregoire Landel. Unfortunately, a defeat 
to Reading dashed all hopes for two consecutive League Titles. The team did, however, 
perform strongly throughout the season. 

The sprinters often left other teams in the dust as Colby Crogan, Simon Edwards, Sean 
Fitzpatrick, and superstar Johann Jack, who tied the field house record 5 times, sped to 
easy victories in the 45 and 300. Mike Broderick, Jon Millner, and Aaron Shapiro comple- 
mented a deep squad.

Of 
course, a team is nothing without its coaches, and Coaches Reed and Totas took up the 
challenge of defending the title. Unfortunately, the task proved to be too difficult, and the 
Minutemen look to a brighter future next year.
